THE FORCE OF PROTEST 

Activists continued with their plans to shut down Kingsnorth power station despite the massive 
police presence employed to stop them on Saturday the culmination of a week-long protest. 

About 50 people marched to the plant on the Hoo peninsula under police escort, while others made 
failed attempts to storm the site across fields or on a flotilla of rafts on the River Medway.

ECO-CAMPAIGNERS have vowed 
to continue their fight against 
Kingsnorth’s coal-fired future - 
promising further attacks on the Hoo 
power plant. 

The threat comes just days after the Camp for 
Climate Action wound down, with officials for the 
anti-fossil fuel movement pledging: “We’ll be 
back”. 

Hundreds of mock rail tickets for a “return to 
Kingnorth” were handed out by protestors at the 
end of the camp’s ten-day stay at a farm in Dux 
Court Road on the Hoo peninsula. 

Campers also signed pledges to take action 
against E.ON until the firm abandons plans for 
new coal-fired plants at Kingsnorth. 

Protestor Josh Tatenum said: “There’s no such 
thing as clean coal. We don’t need E.ON to keep 
the lights on by burning the planet. We need an 
investment in renewables to meet our energy 
needs and keep the planet habitable. 

“This was just the beginning. If Kingsnorth gets 
the go-ahead, people across the UK are commit¬ 
ted to stopping it from being built.” 

The camp culminated in a three-pronged attack 
on the power station on Saturday afternoon. 
Hundreds of protestors marched on the main 
gates for a rally, while a small group succeeded in 
breaching the perimeter fence and inner electric 
fence. 

A third group launched a 20-strong flotilla of 
boats and rafts on the River Medway, blocking the 
coal-loading jetty. 

The cost of policing the climate camp is estimat¬ 
ed to be several million pounds, which could rise 
with future protests planned. 

Kent Police Authority has announced it will be 
applying to the Home Office to meet the costs of 
the security operation.

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Swindler was 
caught out by 
a Christmas 
card greeting

A SCHEMING benefit 
cheat who swindled thou¬ 
sands of pounds from coun¬ 
cil coffers was finally 
brought to justice after 
Christmas cards exposed 
her scam. 

Maxine Hill, formerly Adley, 
claimed to be single and on a low 
income to rake in more than £18,625 
of handouts between 2001 and 2006 
- despite moving in with her partner 
in 2002. 

Hill’s scam was rumbled in 
December 2005 when Christmas 
cards addressed to “Dave and Max - 
a lovely couple” were seen by 
Medway council verification officers 
at her home in Lobelia Close, 
Gillingham. 

An in-depth investigation into Hill 
found she had moved in with David 
Hill in October 2002 and the couple 
had married two years later. 

Hill pleaded guilty to fraud and 
was sentenced to community service 
by Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Prosecuting, Tom Dunn said: 
“Each of the claims she submitted 
was based on single status and low 
income. In fact, these declarations 
were not true.” 

Defending, Jonathan Turner said 
Hill’s marriage was marred by inci¬ 
dents of domestic violence, police 
intervention and court orders pre¬ 
venting Mr Hill from returning to 
the marital home. 

The on-off nature of their relation¬ 
ship led to periods where her claims 
were valid. 

However, there were three periods 
during which the benefits should 
have been stopped - equating to an 
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CRACKDOWN ON THE BENEFIT CHEATS 

overpayment of £7,000. 

Mr Turner said: “The relationship 
was tempestuous. When the couple 
were living together happily, the 
claims were never cancelled.” 

Sentencing, Recorder Ian Glen QC 
said: “This is obviously a very serious 
matter. Several thousand pounds 
have been taken over a substantial 
period of time from public funds. 

“I don’t think you are a villain. You 
have worked in a number of jobs in 
the past and bearing in mind the 
problems in your relationship, I 
think it would be wrong for me to 
impose a prison sentence. 

“I am going to give you a chance 
and I hope that I am right. I order 
you to carry out a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order with the requirement to 
undertake 150 hours of unpaid work, 
half the maximum I could give you. 

“I think that’s enough to remind 
you of what you’ve done.” 

Hill was also ordered to pay £500 
in costs. 

The exposure of her scam reaffirms 
Yourmedway’s crackdown on benefit 
cheats, who take money from your 
pockets which could go to the com¬ 
munity.

UNDER fire Conservative council¬ 
lor Tom Mason has retained his 
place on Medway council’s cabinet 
after a motion calling for his resig¬ 
nation was defeated. 

In recent weeks members of Medway’s 
Liberal Democrat and Labour groups had 
demanded Mr Mason stand down after attack¬ 
ing his “woeful” performance as housing boss. 

Both parties cited a damning report which 
found the housing service overpaid contractors 
£155,000 and suffered from “a lack of sufficient 
management controls”. 

The error-prone service was also rated as the 
worst in the country by the Audit Commission, 
which gave Medway a damning no-star assess¬ 
ment - the lowest grade possible. 

However, at a full council meeting on Thursday 
July 31, the motion put forward by deputy 
Labour party leader Glyn Griffiths was defeated 
by a margin of 26 against to 20 in favour. 

Speaking at the meeting, Mr Mason said: 


“The opposition just will not accept the facts as 
outlined by the monitoring officer in her report 
of the housing service. Her conclusions were 
that circumstance arose as a result of the lack 
of sufficient management controls. 

“There were indeed problems within the 
housing revenue department, not least the 
departure of three housing managers within a 
short space of time and a restructuring under¬ 
taken by the then assistant director, which may 
not have been well received by staff. 

“Does Cllr Griffiths really believe that I, as 
the portfolio holder, should have inspected 
every invoice, every payment to contractors, in 
fact micro-manage the whole department?” 

In a letter to Yourmedway prior to the council 


meeting, Cllr Griffiths wrote: “The real question 
is not about the length of service or personality. 

“It is simply this; should the portfolio holder, 
who has ultimate responsibility for his depart¬ 
ment and is paid handsomely for it, take respon¬ 
sibility when things go drastically wrong?” 

The Lib Dems called for Mr Mason’s resigna¬ 
tion in the fall-out of the six-figure overpay¬ 
ment scandal - of which the council is unable to 
recover a single penny. 

Group leader Geoff Juby said: “There has 
been a woeful lack of political leadership on this 
issue. Cllr Mason should resign. How can the 
people of Medway trust the council on housing 
issues after this report showed how the basics 
were not done properly?” 


Safety breach 
lead to death 
of scaffolder 

A CONSTRUCTION firm has been hit 
with a £70,000 fine after a health and 
safety breach led to a man’s death on the 
Isle of Grain. 

Carillion JM Ltd, formerly known as 
Mowlem, was also ordered to pay £24,000 
in costs following the hearing at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Wednesday, July 30. 

The Wolverhampton-based firm pleaded 
guilty to negligence. 

The court heard how worker Alexander 
McCully, from Scotland, died after falling 
17 metres at the Air BP Ltd site in 
December 2003, where he was building 
large steel oil storage tanks. 

A Health and Safety Executive investi¬ 
gation found Mr McCully fell from a 
platform placed against the outside of a 
tank, from where he was rebuilding an 
internal scaffold platform. 

As he climbed onto the incomplete 
platform on the inside of the tank, one of 
three boards snapped he was standing on 
snapped and he fell to the floor below. 

He died as a result of his injuries. 

Major weakness 

The HSE said Mr McCully was follow¬ 
ing company policy by wearing a fall 
arrest harness, but there was no suitable 
anchor point for him to attach his lanyard 
to the rim of the tank. 

For the harnesses to be used effectively 
there needed to be about 50 anchor points 
around the rim of the storage tank. 

The company's procedures did not 
require these to be fitted prior to the crane 
lift starting, and this was a major weak¬ 
ness in their system of work. 

HSE inspector John Underwood said: “I 
hope this case and the fine imposed will 
serve as a lesson to scaffold builders and 
the tank building industry and will make 
sure others avoid a similar fate.” 

Carillion JM Ltd was prosecuted for 
breaching section two of the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974, which is punish¬ 
able with an unlimited We.

Abused runner fails 
in valiant attempt to 
finish ultramarathon 


TOWER crane driver Michael 
Brown was forced to withdraw from 
the UK’s first ultramarathon 
because his body was freezing up. 

The 44-year-old from Hailing 
managed to cover 70 miles 
of the gruelling 100-mile 
course in the Lake District 
in 26 hours last weekend. 

But bad weather during 
the most exposed part 
of the race caused his 
body temperature to drop 
so much that medical 
experts advised him not to 
continue. 

Michael, who was run¬ 
ning to raise awareness 
of abused children and 
funds for the NSPCC, 
said: “I covered 60 miles 
in 19 hours which was 
good, but then it took me 
another seven hours to 
cover another 10. 

“I was going down badly and I 
came down out of the mountains to 


get medical help. This came in 
the form of hot water bottles in a 
sleeping bag, but I was told not to 
continue.” 

Just seven of the 59 competitors 
completed the course in 
the allotted time of 40 
hours - and they were 
semi-professional runners 
in their 20s. 

Twenty-four runners 
pulled out before the start 
because of the weather 
and a further 20 withdrew 
because of exhaustion, 
hypothermia or injury 
during the competition. 

Michael, who chose to 
support the NSPCC as he 
himself suffered abuse as 
a child, said: “I am pleased 
with my performance. 

“The fact that I drove 
myself to the point of 
death has me assured that I could 
not have done any more under the 
circumstances.”

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Biofuel depot obstructed 
to spread the message 

CLIMATE camp activists chained them¬ 
selves to the biggest agro-fuel depot in the 
South last week - stopping lorries from 
leaving or entering the site. 

Protestors took over Vopak’s Thurrock 
site on Thursday morning, setting up a 
human blockade at the firm’s gates and 
unfurling a 35 foot banner from one of the 
site’s oil containers. The eco-campaigners 
said their demonstration stopped one truck 
leaving the site every 90 seconds. 

Activist Dean Rivers, who chained 
himself to the roof of the depot, said: 
“Companies like Greenergy and Tesco, who 
use Thurrock, are profiteering out of the 
rush to biofuels causing food price rises, 
hunger for millions, ecosystem destruction 
and accelerated climate change. 

“These are crimes against humanity and 
the Earth from which we may never 
recover.” 

Community patience and 
co-operation appreciated 

POLICE have thanked Hoo residents for 
their patience and support throughout the 
ten-day climate camp. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge paid tribute to those living on 
the Hoo peninsula, whose routines were 
affected during the demonstration. 

He said: “Residents have had to deal with 
upheaval while more than 1,000 protestors 
and 1,400 police officers interrupted 
community life.There was a considerable 
amount of activity by the police, including 
our air support, and by the protestors and 
media. We are grateful to the community 
for their patience and co-operation. 

‘We are also appreciative of the letters 
thanking police for their assistance during 
the climate camp. One couple living in Hoo 
wrote to thank us for helping their wedding 
take place with little disruption. 

We have also received positive feedback 
from several people directly involved with 
the protest, who stayed at the camp.”

DETERMINED climate camp¬ 
aigners have hailed their attack on 
Kingsnorth power station as a 
success - after “disrupting” the 
Hoo plant’s normal operation. 

The sea-borne attack was the first to strike 
on Saturday, with more than 20 homemade 
crafts - dubbed the Great Rebel Raft Regatta 
- making their way up the River Medway and 
converging on Kingsnorth’s coal-loading jetty. 

They defied an order from Medway Port 
Authority banning the water-borne protest, 
enduring stormy weather conditions. 

Three members of the regatta clambered

aboard the power station’s water inlet tunnel 
while other water warriors hung a banner 
proclaiming ‘C02AL: Starter Gun for Climate 
Chaos’ from Damet Fort on an island directly 
opposite the station. 

The sea strike was followed by a march from 
the Camp for Climate Action’s base at Dux 
Court Road to Kingsnorth’s gates. 

More than 500 protestors arrived at the 
plant’s entrance at 1pm, after which a number 
spoke about the need to abandon plans to 


build coal-fired power plants. A breakaway 
group approached from neighbouring fields 
with the intention of shutting the plant down, 
but enjoyed limited success. 

A number of protestors managed to breach 
the security fences, using a ladder to scale both 
the outer line and inner electric barrier. 

Camp spokesman Emily Davies said the 
day’s activities sent a powerful message to 
both E.ON and the Government: “It shows 
how serious we are about stopping climate 
change that people from all walks of life were 
prepared, despite intimidatory policing, to 
take direct action to disrupt E.ON.” 

Fellow protestor May MacDonald praised 
the camp, saying: “What we’ve seen here is the 
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action 


coming together of local people, academics, 
kids, seasoned activists, MPs, grannies, 
students and more in a new social movement.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
said: “From the start I have stressed that our 
aim has been to police a lawful and peaceful 
protest. It is clear the majority of climate camp 
protesters shared this aim. 

“Policing of the march was predominantly 
low key. We thank those taking part for their 
cooperation and responsible attitude in the 
nature of their protest. 

“However, while the majority of people were 
law abiding, it was clear from early on that a 
comparatively small number were intent on 
causing trouble.”

Mass arrests as police 
respond to mass action 


ONE hundred eco-activists were arrested 
during the climate camp protest, of which 46 
were charged. 

Twenty two of the campaigners received 
cautions, three were bound over and the rest 
were released without charge. 

Police chiefs defended their officers against 
accusations of being unnecessarily heavy- 
handed throughout the demonstration. 

More than 50 arrests were made during 
Saturday’s day of mass action. 

Speaking after the protest Assistant Chief 
Constable Gary Beautridge said: ‘While most 
people involved in the action were sensible 
and responsible, a small group was clearly 
intent on breaking into the power station. 

“Our policy was that our policing was 
proportionate to the need. 

“Therefore, when people refused to comply 
with police requests or continued to try to 
breach the power station fences, our tactics 
had to respond. 

“The decision was made to deploy specialist 
units including dogs and horses. Because of 
the level of resistance, officers were authorised 
to use batons. 



“There are strict legal standards for their 
use and we gave clear warnings when any 
specialist team was deployed, which is our 
policy. 

“Those intent on breaking the law had the 
choice to stop. 

“I know there has been comment to the 
media on the level of this policing and the 
action of individual officers. 

‘We will investigate all complaints and will 
also review footage that has been drawn to our 
attention. If we find evidence that anyone has 
acted inappropriately or failed to demonstrate 
the standards we expect, we will address this.’

Public put drugs 
top in crime vote

PEOPLE using or dealing in drugs topped a 
poll of anti-social behaviour concerns among 
residents in Chatham, it has been revealed. 

Kent Police Authority, currently on a tour of 
the county, polled 350 shoppers in Chatham 
town centre last week. 

Ann Barnes, chair of the Kent Police 
Authority, said: “Last year we found that anti¬ 
social behaviour was the biggest concern. 

“Now we’re digging deeper. It’s interesting to 
see that drugs is the top issue. It is important 
that people have their say.” 

Shoppers were asked to cast their vote 
against five of the top anti-social behaviour 
issues. 

The second biggest fear was drunken behav¬ 
iour in public, the third was teenagers loiter¬ 
ing, fourth was vandalism, graffiti or deliber¬ 
ate damage, and the issue of least concern was 
rubbish lying around. 

The results of this poll will be used to inform 
future policing plans and investments..

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The BBC Radio Kent DJ talks to Tom Betts about his luck and hard work securing such a job on the 
airwaves, his mum's hopes for his career, and why surfing the waves is his perfect way to unwind. 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


How did you get into DJ-ing? 

A Through an old friend whose dad ran a 
venue called the Cellar Club in my home 
town in Devon. Originally they had a jukebox 
but in 1980 or ‘81 they brought in a disco and 
when the club was closed we used to sneak 
down there and get the lighting rig going and 
play tunes when no one was around. 

TVo Tone was really big then and we used to 
play Madness, The Selector, The Beat, 
Bodysnatchers and stuff like that... 

U| Do you think you are lucky to be doing what you do? 

A Luck certainly played a part but there was 
also a lot of hard graft too. When I first 
started I was doing a Saturday sports show on 
hospital radio. 

I also used to do DJ-ing on a Friday night 
then get up at 7 am to do a delivery round for 
the local butcher, go and do a couple of hours 
as a lifeguard before driving 35 miles to the 
hospital do my afternoon show. 

Then I’d drive all the way back home before 
setting off to my next gig in the evening. I’d get 
back from that at about 3am absolutely shat¬ 
tered ready to do an early lifeguard shift the 
next day. I’d then drive 40 miles down to BBC 
Radio Devon to take part in their youth show, 
all unpaid of course, before getting home at 
about 2am the next day... everyone knew not 
to call me on a Monday morning! 

Having said that it’s a buzz when the red 
fight comes on, and don’t let anyone tell you 


talking and playing music for a living is a bad 
job - they’d be fibbing. Mind you my mum still 
thinks I’m going to get a proper job one day! 

j^What would you be doing with your life if not this? 

I’d probably just be finishing a glorious pro¬ 
fessional football career with Manchester 
United and England, and be considering a 
move into management. 

Where do you see yourself in five years time? 

A Happy, most importantly, and living in 
Kent with my family. From a work point of 
view we’re are encouraged to learn new skills 
at the BBC, so perhaps there’s a chance to do 
some camera work for TV. 

QDo you have any favourite parts of Kent? 

A I was a student in Canterbury so I’ll always 
have a soft spot for the cathedral city and 
in particular the New Inn on Havelock Street. 
Joss Bay on the coast is gorgeous, I can easily 
while away the horn’s browsing in Baggins 
bookshop in Rochester and finally I think 
Chartwell just outside Westerham has a very 
special atmosphere. 

QHow much preparation goes into an average show? 

A There’s an old rule in radio that suggests 
for every minute you’re on the air you 
should spend two minutes preparing... it’s not 


a bad bit of advice. On the Big Drive Home I’m 
in at 11am and on air at 4pm, and very often 
could do with another hour or two! There’s 
even more preparation for an outside broad¬ 
cast or special event. 


What is your greatest achievement? 

A From a work point of view, I think getting 
my masters degree in media management 
while holding down a full time presenting job 
took a great deal of discipline and endeavour. 
Although I’m glad I did it I wouldn’t want to do 
it again - and if you’re thinking of doing some¬ 
thing similar you need very understanding 
friends and family. 


QWhat are your hobbies and interests? 

A Surfing is up there at number one, 
although I don’t have much chance to get 
in the water these days I really enjoy it when 
I do... when there’s six feet of water bearing 
down on you, it focuses the mind quite quick¬ 
ly. I’m still attempting to play football at my 
ripe old age, and you can find me driving and 
tinkering with my Morris Minor (Just until I 
get my Jensen interceptor). To relax I get down 
on my allotment and waste time nattering to 
people when I should be digging or weeding.

Insurgents are feeling 
the full force of Army

THE war against the Taliban in 
Helmand Province is being won, 
according to the Army. 

The insurgents’ switch to using suicide 
bombers and improvised explosive devices, 
rather than conventional fighting, shows they 
are losing, according to a senior source at 16 
Air Assault Brigade. 

And, speaking from the headquarters of 
the 5,000-strong force in Lashkar Gah, the 
officer revealed how the Army was trying to 
tackle the growth of opium poppies in 
Helmand, a great many of which are turned 
into heroin that reaches Britain’s streets. 

“We have progressed immensely in a two- 
year period,” the source said. 

“The key centres of population are broadly 
secure and so the people can live a normal 
life, which means the economy can regenerate, 
which of course raises the standard of living, 
which keeps people on the right side.” 

The officer said the Canterbury-based Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) had 
done a “remarkable job” in improving security 
in the key town of Musa Qala. 

And a huge operation involving A’ Company of 
5 Scots in Garmshir, alongside 2,000 US 
Marines, had pushed the Taliban out of the area. 

The local town of Darvisham is now flourish¬ 
ing again, with the hospital and more than 
100 shops re-opening and families returning. 

The deaths of key enemy commanders has 
also helped. 

“One of the key reasons the insurgency has 
changed so much is that the command struc¬ 
ture has been shattered,” the officer said. 

“You’ve only got to look at Mullah Dadullah 
Lang, who was a key commander, who was 
killed some time last year, and more recently 
Sadiquallah and a couple of others who have 


been killed in Helmand. You take the leader 
and the flock is questioning why it’s there and 
what it’s doing.” 

And the officer said the International 
Security Assistance Force in Afghanistan, 
which includes British troops, was not ignor¬ 
ing the thriving opium poppy industry. 

An airfield is being repaired in the hope that 
a new industrial area will flourish and allow 
farmers to grow alternative crops. 

“This is a hugely fertile valley. It’s always 
been the bread basket of Afghanistan. 

“If they’ve got the processing plant and the 
means to get it out then actually it becomes 
economically viable for a farmer to grow a 


whole lot of fruit, which means he doesn’t have 
to grow opium in the long term.” 

The Army is also trying to educate and per¬ 
suade farmers not to grow opium, while resort¬ 
ing to “targeted eradication” in some areas. 

But the officer said: “It’s not something we’re 
going to get right this year or next year. You can’t 
give someone an alternative livelihood tonight.” 

Lieutenant Colonel David Reynolds, 
spokesman for Task Force Helmand, said: “We 
shall continue our commitment to this country 
until the job is done.” 

Defence Secretary Des Browne was in 
Helmand Province this week. 

He was unavailable for interview. 


'Jimmy' pays the 
ultimate sacrifice 
in war on Taliban 

WHEN soldiers from the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders (5 Scots) were sent to the relatively isolated 
Forward Operating Base Delhi, in southern Helmand 
Province, the outlook was bleak. 

Almost immediately after 
travelling to Afghanistan 
from Howe Barracks, 

Canterbury, in March, around 
120 troops were straight into 
the action at the fortified 
outpost in Garmsir, near the 
small town of Darvisham. 

"When A' Company 

arrived into FOB Delhi, the 
frontline was 200m away and they were fighting for the 
first two months - intense fighting," said Captain Stevie 
Rae, spokesman for 5 Scots. 

"Now, with the assistance of the Marine Expeditionary 
Unit (MEU), they've been able to push the Taliban south 
and the local community of Darvisham are back into 
the town again. The businesses have opened, shops 
are trading, people are back into their houses and farm¬ 
ers are back in the fields." 

Around 550 soldiers from 5 Scots were sent to 
Afghanistan in March. As part of Battle Group North 
West, they are spread around an area covering 
100,000sq miles, where 100,000 people live. 

But the tour of Helmand has not been without 
setbacks. 

At the end of June, Lance Corporal James Jimmy' 
Johnson, 31 (pictured), who grew up in Chatham, was 
killed by an anti-personnel mine while part of a vehicle 
checkpoint patrol operating in the Lashkar Gar area. 

And the battalion's commanding officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel David Richmond, was shot in the leg during a 
firefight near Musa Qala. He was the most senior British 
casualty since the 2001 invasion. 

Colleagues at the camp in Afghanistan this week paid 
tribute to Lance Corp Johnson, who was a sniper with 'B' 
Company of the Argylls. 

Sergeant Scott McFadden, 27, said: "Jimmy in work 
was very quiet, but very knowledgeable. He was a very 
good soldier. Out of work he was a party animal." 

The Argylls are to return to Canterbury in September.

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Casual but smart way to 
combat hospital genus 


DOCTORS have been told to ditch 
traditional long-sleeved white 
coats, shirts and ties for a dress 
code to help infection control. 

The rules have sparked controversy among 
the county’s consultants, with some question¬ 
ing the scientific evidence behind the move. 

There are also concerns some patients may 
think they have gone through their hospital 
stay without seeing a “proper” doctor. 

Conventional garb of tailored suits, long 
sleeved-shirts and turnover cuffs, ties 
bearing university, medical school or Royal 
College insignia, wristwatches and a 
pen in the top pocket of the jacket is 
now banned and could constitute a 
disciplinary offence is some hospitals. 

“Bare below the elbows” is now in 
vogue, including no watch, so hands 
can be properly washed. 

Doctors have also been told not to 
wear ties, because they are rarely 
washed and have been shown to 
harbour germs, although bow ties 
are allowed under the NHS-wide 
directive from the Department of 
Health.

NHS Trust began enforcing the new uniform 
policy in July. 

Dr John Sewell, a consultant physician at 
the William Harvey Hospital in Ashford, said 
it was important for the public to be made 
aware of the change and that it was 
being introduced to highlight the com¬ 
mitment to tackling infection and 
improving hygiene. 

“Patients may be disconcerted 
when they see an open neck and 
short sleeves and may think it is 
casual or even disrespectful,” he said. 
“It is useful to highlight the 
fact that consultants are 
changing what they wear so 
people know it is not dressing 
down, it is part of infection con¬ 
trol. Some may disagree, but the 
general feeling is it reminds 
everyone to wash their hands.” 

He said in some specialties con¬ 
sultants feel it could be seen as 
disrespectful to impart bad or 
upsetting news to patients and 
loved ones while so casually 
dressed.

Media’s successful hand hygiene campaign, 
which has emphasised the need for patients 
and visitors to wash their hands with soap and 
water and alcogel in hospitals and other 
healthcare centres around the county.

Perhaps in different 
colours to identify doctors’ specialities, it has 
been suggested. 

Dr Sewell said: “Most hospitals have so few 
changing rooms there would be a queue to get 
in and out, so it is just not practical and the 
laundries are not geared up for it yet.” 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
and Medway NHS Foundation Trust con¬ 
firmed the dress code is now in force. 


Farmers are waiting to whet London's appetite 


A BID to get more food produced 
by the county’s farmers onto the 
dinner tables of London has been 
launched. 

Damian Collins, the Conser¬ 
vative prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Folkestone and 
Hythe, is spearheading the move. 

He is calling on advisors to 
London Mayor Boris Johnson and 
his recently appointed chair of 
London food, Rosie Boycott, to rec¬ 


ommend local produce. A meeting 
was held at a farm in Aldington, 
near Ashford, last week to high¬ 
light the move which is part of the 
London Food Strategy - a propos¬ 
al launched by former mayor Ken 
Livingstone to help farmers. 

It calls for country products to 
be on sale in greater amounts at 
the capital’s wholesale markets - 
mainly patronised by restaurants. 

Mr Collins contacted the Lon¬ 


don Assembly member for Bexley 
and Bromley, James Cleverly, who 
also attended the meeting. 

Mr Collins said: “London has 
always been a big market for 
Kent food, but I would like to see 
more help for local producers in 
London. Mr Cleverly has an 
important position within the 
government of London and we 
want to impress upon him how 
supplying more top quality, fresh 


Kent food into London will be 
good for our farmers, and good for 
London customers as well. 

“Many local farmers were inter¬ 
ested in Ken Livingtone’s original 
proposal to create a London Food 
Strategy, but frustrated that little 
was done to make it easier for 
farmers and producers in the 
counties around London to sell 
their food into the capital - one of 
the stated aims of the strategy.” 


How KCC lost 
£1 million by 
agreeing to 
bum rubbish 

A DECISION made a decade ago by Kent 
County Council is costing the authority 
almost £1 million a year profit, a council 
chief admitted this week. 

By signing an agreement in the mid-90s 
to bum waste, the council has missed out on 
the profits from recycling. 

“Green gold” has become an important 
source of revenue for councils, with cash for 
such things as cardboard, newspapers and 
plastic bottles used to fund public services. 

The decision to take on a contract with an 
incinerator means KCC has missed out on 
much of this potential windfall. 

The soaring price of recycled materials 
has risen so sharply that less than halfway 
into a 25 year deal with a private company 
specialising in incineration KCC is trying 
to renegotiate. 

“At the time it looked a good deal,” said 
Keith Ferrin the council’s cabinet member 
for environmental and waste services. “Ten 
years later I would say never again. If I 
could get out of the long term contract I 
have inherited I would do that. Over the 
course of a year we could make just under 
£1 million profit.” 

The agreement was for a private contrac¬ 
tor to incinerate 320,000 tonnes of waste 
annually. It was reached before the inciner¬ 
ator had even been built so it had to be for 
25 years. 

But few forecast the huge growth in the 
re-use of material that had been classed as 
mbbish in the mid-nineties. 

Now much of the mbbish is too valuable 
to bum and much of the plastic the council 
formerly had removed is requested by com¬ 
panies in exchange for cash. 

Serious price increases in such substances 
as copper - 15 times more valuable than it 
was six years ago - have helped spur on the 
recycling boom which has become more 
important to businesses than simply saving 
the planet.

University's

TOMORROW is make or break 
day for 18 -year-olds with the 
release of the A-level results. 

Many students will automatically have 
secured a place at their university of choice - 
but for some their results will not be as 
expected and they face the prospect of clear¬ 
ing to get their uni place. 

The advice is simple: DON’T PANIC. But 
be prepared to make the call within hours of 
learning your results. Popular courses can fill 
up in one day, but preparation is the key. 

John Slater, Canterbury Christ Church 
University’s director of 
admissions, said: “If 
your exam results are 
not quite what you 
expected, do not worry, 
but you do need to plan 
your strategy. 

“Check with your ‘firm’ 
choice to see if they have 
accepted you. Somet¬ 
imes you will find they 
lower the number of 
points asked for and will 
still accept you. 

“If they are not prepared to do this, you 
need to check whether your insurance offer 
has been confirmed. If not, you need to enter 
the clearing process.” 

He said students should make a note of the 
courses they are interested in and start con¬ 
tacting the universities about them. 

“Have your UCAS application number, 
clearing entry number and a list of your 
grades to hand when you telephone the uni¬ 
versity,” he added. 

Lecturers and students at the University of 
Greenwich at Medway’s clearing centre were 
expecting a record number of calls from 
school and college leavers this year. 

People changing their careers and mature 
students who want to start a degree in the 
new academic year also end up going 
through the process, the university said. 

Specially trained students, including those 
who went through clearing, work on clearing 
hotlines at universities across the country. 

Jessica Lewis, who set up the University of

Greenwich at Medway’s clearing centre, said: 
“Our aim is to give the vast majority of appli¬ 
cants a decision or offer during the course of 
their first phone call to us.” 

Beverley Woodhams, from the university, 
said she has matched hundreds of students 
to courses through clearing when their 
grades have been lower than they expected. 

She told students not to be stressed 
because there are far more places to study 
than there are students, she said: 

“Remember, it’s a buy¬ 
ers’ market and you 
hold the currency.” 

Each year 30,000 peo¬ 
ple gain a place during 
clearing, which closes on 
Friday, September 12. 
UCAS said vacancies on 
its website will be 
updated continually 
throughout the period. 

At Hadlow College 
Neil Lakeland said stu¬ 
dents should not give up 
their dreams and there are plenty of career 
opportunities for those who take the time to 
look. 

He said: “Entry onto our foundation 
degrees starts at just 80 UCAS points, with 
honours degrees from 160 UCAS points. 
This means people can still get a good degree 
in a land-based field and ultimately achieve 
a good career. Even if you can’t get your first 
choice, I’d advise students to take a careful 
look - they will be surprised at the range.” 

Steve Holdcroft, Canterbury’s head of 
information, recruitment and admissions, 
offered further advice, including being flexi¬ 
ble when looking at courses and picking one 
that is related to subjects chosen at school. 
He warned that places on popular courses 
are filled by mid-morning on results day and 
advised students not to delay calling. 

Admissions officers are also more likely to 
be impressed by students who have thought 
about what they want and prepared ques¬ 
tions to ask, he added.

The big selection problem: 
Do you go local or for glory? 


IT may not seem long since the last 
one finished, but the Premiership 
season kicks-ofi* again this weekend. 

However, living and growing up in Kent 
doesn’t give you much opportunity to have 
seen top-flight football. 

Gillingham has been - with the brief excep¬ 
tion of Maidstone United’s rise and fall - the 
only county club in the Football League. Back 
in the days when Grandstand’s results service 
was the only way to find out the football 
scores, Gillingham were always lurking at the 
foot of the pyramid. 

Of course, in recent years they enjoyed a bit 
of genuine success and rose to the heady 
heights of the Championship - a mere stone’s 
throw from the Premiership. 

Yet, normal service has been resumed with 
last year’s relegation, dumping them back into 
the bottom division, a stone’s throw from the 
world of non-league football. 

I recently watched some footage of the team 
in pre-season training. It seemed to mainly 
consist of jumping over croquet hoops and run¬ 


ning in and out of pretty coloured sticks. I can’t 
help feeling if they spent a bit more time just 
playing football they might actually manage 
to get promoted this season. 

It can be hard as a kid to know which team 
to give your allegiance, especially if there is no 
family history of supporting a club. I used to be 
a Liverpool supporter, like pretty well every¬ 
one else in my primary school class at the 
time. It was mainly because they were win¬ 
ning everything. In the same way as most 
Manchester United supporters do today. 

The irony was that I went to school with a 
big red Man United bag. My mum thought it 
was the right size and it was the only one they 
had left in the shop. I had to constantly 
explain the situation to confused playground 
adversaries which just made matters worse. 

I always felt a fraud. I thought I should be 
supporting Gillingham because they were the 
closest club but let’s be honest, they are rub¬ 
bish. No team like that is ever going to inspire 
a young child to support it. The only ones that 
do are forced to by their parents and later on 
in life end up sad individuals slogging up and 


down the motorway following their lower divi¬ 
sion heroes, with nothing else to fill their lives. 

An old friend of mine is a mad Bury FC fan. 
When I say mad, I don’t just mean quirky. He 
is clinically obsessive and has alienated him¬ 
self from the rest of the world; forever trapped 
in a lower division nightmare. 

You could be the worst type of supporter (the 
floater). Another friend of mine is the example of 
this breed. He comes from Bolton, but never used 
to support Wanderers because they were not 
much better than the Gills. Sheffield Wednesday 
were his team, because, he said, of some tenu¬ 
ous family connection (and they were in the 
Premiership). But then he switched to Bolton 
when they suddenly improved. The biggest irony 
is that he is now a committed Gills supporter 
because he married a girl from the town and 
her dad started taking him to home games. 
And now he spends more time at Priestfield 
than I ever have. Real love perhaps?

The charity 
fund-raising 
manager talks 
about her role in 
The Friends of the 
Wisdom Hospice. 



Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

I am a married mother-of-three living in Rainham. We 
share our house with two cats, two finches and a gecko, 
in addition to the hordes of spiders and insects that 
regularly invade from the surrounding fields. 

Tell us about the Friends of the Wisdom Hospice. 

The hospice was set up in 1981 to carry on the work 
begun by Molly Wisdom, herself a cancer patient, to raise 
funds for a hospice for the Medway and Swale area. 

The Friends raised the funds reguired to build and 
furnish the hospice, entering into an agreement with the 
then Medway Health Authority that the authority would 
staff and run the hospice with financial support from us. 

The Friends continue to provide financial support to the 
hospice by way of an annual grant - the grant agreed for 
this year is £502,000. We also funded a major 
refurbishment and extension at the hospice, which was 
completed in 2004. 

How and why did you get involved with Friends of 
the Wisdom Hospice and what is your role? 

I joined the hospice just over ten years ago. I was on 
maternity leave following the birth of my son and was 
"definitely not going back to work this time". 

I saw the part-time post for administrator/fund-raising 
manager advertised and it was too tempting an 
opportunity to resist. I had been working as a charity 
fund-raiser with national charities for nine years and now 
looked forward to raising funds for a cause right at the 
heart of our community. 

My role means I have overall responsibility for all our 
fund-raising activities, although much of the day-to-day 
organisation of these is ably managed by Emma, our fund¬ 
raising coordinator.

Manilow was 
working as a commercial jingles 
writer and singer well into the 70s, 
including campaigns for Bowlene 
Toilet Cleaner, Kentucky Fried 
Chicken and McDonalds. 

His association with singer Bette 
Midler began in 1970 and his debut 
self-titled album was released in 
1973. Since then he has sold more 
than 76 million records worldwide 
and has been named the Number 
One Adult Contemporary Artist by 
industry newspaper Radio & 
Records. He has been the headline 
act at the Las Vegas Hilton since 
2005, continuing to entertain fans 
from all over the world.

WE all like London. Whatever we 
say about 'too many people’, 'too 
much traffic’, 'too much...’ whatev¬ 
er, we all like it. 

It is our nation’s capital, there is a buzz 
about the place which gets to everyone and, if 
you don’t have to work there, it’s fun. 

From my W1 hotel I’d been promised ‘dra¬ 
matic views across London’s skyline’ what I 
actually saw was an office block. But, if I 
leaned to the left, I could see the London Eye. 

Now don’t view this as a complaint. I was 
staying at the swish Cavendish Hotel, just off 
Picadilly opposite Fortnum and Masons, in 
west London as part of an overnight short 
break, which included a West End show. 

The truth is, I’ve seen London’s skyline a 
thousand times and the giant TV and king size 
bed were far more interesting. However, had I 
been one of the trillions of Japanese tourists 
who had chosen the Cavendish, I might have 
been a little peeved at the view. 

The four-star Cavendish is a great hotel, bril¬ 
liantly located - especially for the West End 
and all the theatres and some fantastic restau¬ 
rants - and you can be staying there in the lap 
of luxury for a couple of hundred pounds. 

But let’s take a look at the short break: 
Firstly, London is cheaper than you think. 
Forget the stories of it being the most expen¬ 
sive capital in the world and all the other non¬ 
sense. Remember, ordinary folk do live there 
and they can’t afford to spend ridiculous 
money on living just because London attracts 
the odd rich tourist and City boys scoring £1 
million bonuses. 

And secondly - an important selling factor in 
2008 - is that there’s a bit of a recession going 
on. No sorry, I mean there’s a ‘credit crunch’, so 
there’s less cash about, which means there are 
bargains galore to be had. 

I kid you not. My partner and I sat outside a 
French restaurant just off Covent Garden (a 
10 minute stroll from the hotel) on a warm 
evening just two weeks ago, where I tucked 
into the finest onion soup I’ve ever tasted, then 
steak-ftites, washed down with wine, followed

fully produced with fine special effects. 

A simple story about five lads forming a trib¬ 
ute band and the singer Ash (Gary Barlow 
character) learning love means never having 
to... well do anything really apart from sing 
and fail to save your mum’s pub from reposses¬ 
sion. But it romped along and was a great 
evening that had us dancing in the aisles. 

The Cavendish is deserving of its four-stars 
and breakfast delivered to your room (an extra 
£21) was a great start to the day. Saturday was 
spent shopping of course - again be prepared 
for bargains on everything from trainers and 
shirts to Fortnum and Masons’ finest. 

A great weekend and the easy bit for us in 
Kent is driving to the 02 Arena (A2 all the 
way) park on a Friday afternoon (£9 until 
Saturday midnight) and the Jubilee Line 
takes you to Green Park and the hotel. 

Try it, it’s a great way to take in a show and 
sample the best of London... and it doesn’t 
cost the earth.

Home ownership is 
still the aim of many 

DESIRE to own your own home appears 
to be showing no sign of abating, despite 
the recent falls in house prices. 

New research commissioned by the 
New Homes Marketing Board found 
nine out of 10 people believe buying a 
home is a sensible investment in the 
medium or long term. 

This is despite surveys from the Land 
Registry and Rightmove showing prices 
are continuing to accelerate downwards. 

However, the research - which was car¬ 
ried out by YouGov - reveals the econom¬ 
ic climate, and not falling prices, is serv¬ 
ing to stifle home-ownership ambitions. 

About 60 per cent of respondents have 
put their plans to purchase property on 
hold, citing difficulties in either obtaining 
a mortgage or saving the larger deposits 
required. 


THE organisers of a number of 
conferences in east Kent have 
called on house builders to change 
if they are to deliver the homes 
needed in a world affected by ever- 
higher fuel costs and global warm¬ 
ing. 

A series of workshops called Sustainability 
Explored, aimed at professionals in planning, 
housing, design and construction, has been 
staged to help them get to grips with the chal¬ 
lenge of producing zero-carbon buildings and 
sustainable communities needed in Kent in the 
21st century. 

The workshops, sponsored by English 
Partnerships and the Carbon Free Group, are

being organised by social enterprise Real- 
Health Ventures, in the Pine Calyx venue in St 
Margaret’s. 

Jae Mather of the Carbon Free Group said: 
“Developers keep saying zero carbon homes are 
expensive to build, yet we can prove they are 
wrong and well be featuring a design which 
will cost only £1,100 a square metre, only mar¬ 
ginally more costly than a conventional house 
being built today. What is more, they use proven 
technologies and can be built now Well be 
telling people how that can be done.” 

The idea for the workshops came from 
members of the Carbon Free Group of environ¬ 
mental businesses, who are working together 


to apply low-carbon building techniques. 

They say that to construct energy-efficient 
buildings, the whole industry needs to acquire 
new skills and understand how to use new tech¬ 
nologies and techniques. 

‘There have been a lot of developments in the 
ways people think about building low carbon, 
sustainable buildings, particularly homes” says 
Alistair Gould of the Pines Calyx. 

“Our own building is a great example, but 
there is a pressing need for the whole industry 
to really understand what is involved. These 
are exciting times, but also confusing with new 
regulations, new designs, new technologies. 

“So far the mainstream industry has been 
very slow in changing, but the pace of change is 
going to accelerate in the coming years. We are 
giving people a chance to get up to speed.”

status of the ‘Zoom Zoom’ brand have 
moved upmarket - reflected by strong second¬ 
hand values for the first generation car - and 
that many buyers like the idea of a greener 
family-size model rather than downsizing 
their car choice. 

All engines have been carried over from the 
old car, but tweaked to cut C02 emissions, fuel 
consumption and road tax. 

The cabin is airy and well-arranged with 
excellent head and legroom front and back 
and the part leather seats of our Sport model 
were comfortable and supportive. 

Interior materials feel more solid now, even 
if the ‘alloy’ grey plastic sometimes looks what 
it is rather than what it pretends to be. 

The controls and dashboard are logical 
though, while the large saloon and hatchback 
boot and the estate’s load space echo what 
went before.

Key knows importance 
of place in Lord's final 


KENT will attempt to put the dis¬ 
appointment of last month’s 
Twenty20 finals defeat behind 
them when they contest their first 
Lord’s final in 11 years on Saturday. 

The Spitfires play Essex Eagles at the home of 
cricket for the 50-over Friends Provident Trophy. 

It is the first time Kent have contested a 
Lord’s final since losing to Surrey in the 1998 
Benson & Hedges Cup. 

It will also be the first time captain Rob Key 
has played in a Lord’s final after 10 years at 
Kent and he believes the long wait heightens 
the importance for the county. 

He said: “I think it does mean more. The first 
time around you don’t quite know what to 
expect. We would rather get on with the game 
but you have quite a lot of build-up. 

“Along with the Twenty20 finals day it’s the 
biggest day of the year. I don’t think many of 
our side have played in a Lord’s final, it’s quite 
a special time.” 

The prospect of making the final seemed dis- 
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tant at the beginning of the competition as Kent 
lost their first two matches in the group stage. 

Even qualifying for the quarter-finals looked 
unlikely at that stage, but Key’s side reeled off 
five successive wins to take them through to 
the last eight. 

Confidence 

The Spitfires skipper picked out Justin Kemp’s 
68 from 79 balls against Sussex as the turning 
point which began their charge to the final. 

He said: ‘We didn’t know what was going on 
at the start, on paper we knew we were a good 
side so it was a bit worrying. 

“I think Justin Kemp’s innings against 
Sussex, which got us home for our first win, was 
a big moment and then we went straight to the 
Oval and beat Surrey, that’s when we started to 
believe how good we were. 


“No matter how good the team is you do lose 
confidence with defeats, but Justin turned it 
round pretty quickly for us.” 

Tight bowling at the death saw Kent past 
Somerset at Beckenham to reach the last four. 

Martin van Jaarsveld, who has been in terrif¬ 
ic form this season, helped Kent dominate the 
semi-final at Durham. The South African hit 
122 not out as the defending champions were 
comfortably beaten by 84 runs. 

Satin-day’s game will be the sixth time Kent 
have met Essex this season. The Spitfires have 
the edge with three wins to two, but the final is 
predicted to be a close affair. 

They last met at the Rose Bowl on Twenty20 
finals day last month, with Kent winning by 
14 runs. 

Demand for tickets at the St Lawrence 
Ground was high when they went on sale last 
month, with the Spitfires applying for an extra 
allocation after selling the initial batch of4,000.

It was nice to have a look around, as 
although I compete and train in lots of 
places I rarely see anything other than the 
hotel and the track. 

Sunday, August 10 

I HAD a long run this morning which 
went well although I struggled with the 
humidity slightly and the heat was quite 
energy sapping. I have had physio and a 
massage this afternoon and the rest of the 
day has been spent relaxing by reading 
and watching the Olympics on TV. 

A lot of the team leave for Beijing tomor¬ 
row morning and my roommate leaves on 
Tuesday, so I imagine things will start to 
feel a bit lonely. 

I’m training twice tomorrow so have got a 
slightly more eventful day to look forward to.

• A potential treatment for 
multiple sclerosis developed 
by the University of Greenwich 
in association with Kings 
College London has begun 
clinical trials. 



• The university has won its third Queen’s Anniversary 
Prize, for its participation on Tabeisa, an innovative 
project to reduce poverty in Africa.
